For example, you can own a 
car - even be the registered owner - without possessing a valid driver's license; you just can't legally drive it 
on a public road.

And now another in the continuing Studio Series... The Digital Studio, Part Three 
PRODUCTION TECHNIQUES 
by Woody B. Serious, Up Your Radio Shortwave 

In this installment, we'll take a stab at explaining how to edit the spoken word. We'll be using all the 
techniques we discussed in the previous article and add a few new concepts. 

The process begins with a basic understanding of how speech works. We speak using our vocal cords and by 
making non-vocal noises. These non-vocal noises are called sibilants. Soft sibilants include the sounds of the 
letters "s". "z", "f", and the soft 'V'.Hard sibilants, formed by a stop and then a sudden release of air, include 
the sounds of the letters "k", "t", "p", the hard "g" and "c" sounds, and others. 

Load some spoken word into your WAV editor and zoom in on a portion of the waveform. The vocal sounds 
are represented by a large amplitude wavy line. The soft sibilants are of white noise! The hard sibilants will 
be represented by a sharp peak then a rapid decay. 

Rule number one: When editing words together, edit at a sibilant sound whenever possible, you'll notice you 
can cut and paste an "s" sound to any other "s" sound without a glitch. Hard sibilants are equally simple to 
edit, because the peak decays to zero before the vocal sound begins. If your subject (victim?) says the word 
"stuck", it's easy to edit out the "st" sound and paste an "P in its place! 

Sometimes you'll have to edit vocal sounds together. This is much more difficult, because transitional forms 
occur between any two sounds. For example, if your subject says, "1 am", the transition sounds like the letter - 
"y". You can cut the "1" and paste a following word starting with a sibilant by finding the transition and 
fading it to zero before adding the sibilant. 

Rule number two: When cutting and pasting vocal sounds, try to perform all cuts on the zero line. When 
pasting the sounds together, zoom all the way in and perform whatever additional cuts near a glitch at that 

Inflection: Look at your waveform as if you're reading a printed page. There are four basic types of 
inflection, represented by standard punctuation marks: The period, comma, question mark, and no 
punctuation. When editing words together, you'll have to pay attention to the point in the sentence where 
they were originally used, compared to where you'd like to put them. 

Rule number three: Dont forget to let your subject breathe! Pauses for breaths are represented by a low 
amplitude noise wave with a gradual rise and decay, these can be cut and pasted anywhere youneed to have 
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your subject lake a breath. Sometimes you can "cheat" and paste two words of slightly diffemt inflection by 
having your subject pause for a breath before continuing. 

Learn these techniques well, and you can make anyone say anything you want them to! Have fun.

T.J. "Skip" Arey's book "Radio Monitoring, The How-To Guide" is a great reference for those entering the 
radio hobby, as well as those of us who have been around for a while. Skip covers everything: medium wave, 
short wave, scanning, and amateur radio, and he does it in small, easy-to-digest bites that are written in a 
light-hearted manner. Don't know anything about scanners? Turn to page 197 and Skip gives you an 
overview, tells you what's up there, runs down the price-range for equipment, and walks you through the 
getting started process. About the only area lacking in his book is long wave; he even includes a brief 
discussion of pirates! "Radio monitoring. The How-To Guide" is published by Index Publishing Group, in 
San Diego, and is available for $19. 95 from most of the better radio booksellers.

When contacting a Free Radio station: Always use the address announced in the broadcast; it is the most 
current. If no address is announced, use the one listed here. If the station has no listed address, you can try 
sending a report to one of the major maildrops and crossing your fingers. 

Always enclose adequate postage with your report for forwarding and reply. Never expect a 'droperator to 
pay the postage for your QSL - most will not do so. Enclose three mint First Class stamps if you live in the 
same country as the station; otherwise US S 1 or a couple IRCs should do the trick. For pirate outside your 
country enclose three or four IRCs or a dollar or two. NOTE: do NOT enclose a SASE unless the station 
specifically requests that you do so. 

Remember that announcing a maildrop is not the same thing as guaranteeing a QSL, so don't blame the 
'droperator if you never hear from the station. We are not QSL Managers, after all; we only handle the mail. 
Station Ops should keep their promises. 

One final tip: Avoid asking about station location. It's a dumb question that Operators only answer to 
mislead correspondents. Most Ops, however, will answer questions about power or equipment, and 
appreciate your technical observations, bandscans and recordings. 

If you Operate and desire audience contact, you should use a maildrop service for some semblence of 
security.

REPUBLIC OF TEXAS STANDOFF 
Undoubtedly most of us saw coverage of the Fort Davis, Texas standoff in late April and early May 
between some members of the Republic of Texas and a large contingent of law enforcement personnel 
from the state of Texas and the Federal Government. This incident made all of the national news 
networks, as well as most newspapers and magazines, over a period of days. ACE member Gigi Lytle of 
Texas sent in a variety of local press accounts from the Lubbock newspaper. I've been to the remote 
regions of the Davis Mountains in this sparsely populated region of western Texas, and so I can confirm 
that this area near MacDonald Observatory is far from civilization. Newsweek pointed out that it was 90 
miles from the nearest Wal-Mart, presumably located in Odessa. The Republic of Texas figures were 
eventually arrested after a long standoff; one was shot dead 

It looks like we can probably bury this group's announced intentions to start a 50 Kw medium wave 
pirate/clandestine station under Republic of Texas jurisdiction. The group has repeatedly failed to respond 
to my e-mail inquiries about this project, and no station has materialized. The defeat of the group in this 
incident has not led to their disappearance, however. The Republic of Texas web site at 
bftp:www. republic-of-texas.com/ was still active in late May. 

BBfiMS cited an item from the May 3 Voice of America Communications World program, where Kim 
Andrew Elliott said that WWCR's "The Intelligence Report" show was carrying programming in support 
of the Republic of Texas. This show is scheduled weekdays at 0000 UTC on 5070 kHz. 

SAN ROMAN NAMED HEAD OF OFFICE OF CUBA BROADCASTING 
President Bill Clinton announced on May 7 that he has 
appointed Hcrminio San Roman to be the director of 
the Office of Cuba Broadcasting. San Roman is an 
Attorney at the Miami law firm of Adorno and Zeder, 
where he specializes in Government Relations, Land 
Use, Zoning, Administrative and Environmental Law. 
He also is a member of the Florida Transportation 
Commission. A press release from the Office of Cuba 
Broadcasting noted that San Roman was co-chairman 
of the Clinton/Gore Hispanic Campaign in Florida, as 
well as a member of the Clinton/Gore Florida Steering 
Committee. Our picture of San Roman comes to us 
from the web site of Adomo and Zeder: 
http://www.adorno.com/bios/list.html. 
Obviously this represents a political shift at the Office of Cuba Broadcasting. Several prior General 
Accounting Office reports found that this organization was a shell front for Jorge Mas Canosa of the 
Cuban American National Foundation, which operates La Voz de la Fundacion (still heard via 
WRMI). This could mean a fundamental restructuring of program content on stations like Radio Marti 
and TV Marti. 
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In a related matter, BBCMS (via MnriiiniiMp. rimes) nnlcs I hut Radio Havana Cuba broadcast a 
commentary on the Ilclnis-lliulim lim (li.it has had an impact on Radio Marti and TV Marti 
transmissions. The Cuban radio said that I lolins-ltiirlon mandates that TV Marti be moved to UHF 
frequencies, although Radm lliiviui.i snid ih.n the I V Murti signal is "effectively blocked by Cuban 
technology (jamming)." The Cubans characterize the broadcasts as "aggression," a violation of 
"current international lelcoimiiiimiealinns agreements," and "illegal." 

BBCMS CLANDESTINE NEWS 
Once again this month we have a variety of fresh clandestine news from the BBC Monitoring Service, 
which comes to us via Monitoring Times magazine. Some of this material fit into the magazine, but 
space limitations precluded printing all of it. 

Zaire. There was a flurry of clandestine activity during the civil war that led to the overthrow of 
longtime Zaire strongman President Mobutu. Two problems impact us as clandestine DXers. First, 
Mobutu fled the country on May 16, and thus the new regime that was behind much of the rebel 
broadcasting will no longer need to operate clandestine radios. Second, most of the clandestine 
activity that was noted took place on frequencies and times that made DX loggings from North 
America impossible. Nevertheless, BBCMS did document multiple clandestine voices during the 
fighting. The most recent was the Voice of the People, based in Bunia, Zaire. Its French programming 
had an announced schedule from 0400-0800 and 1000-1700 UTC. The station was announced as a 
restructuring of Radio Candip, Centre d' Animation et de Diffusion Pedagogique - Institut Superieur 
Pedagogiuque, which translates as the Educational Broadcasting and Promotion Centre - Higher 
Institute for Education. The Alliance of Democratic Forces for the Liberation of Congo-Zaire 
announced the restructuring. I've been trying to hear Radio Candip in the area of 5066 kHz, without 
any success, although I have seen tentative logs of them by others. 

BBCMS also noted that a rebel station based in the eastern Zaire city of Butembo started broadcasting on 
April 25, and was still audible in mid-May on 7060. Between 0500-0730 UTC Radio Butembo announced 
that they were using 4! meters and a 96 MHz FM frequency. This one used Swahiii and local languages, 
although some ID's were in French. BBCMS also noted this one around 1630 UTC, a time when it would 
not propagate to North America. 

Iraq. A new station has been noted. Radio of Kurdistan, Voice of the Kurdistan Socialist Democratic 
Party. The Arabic ID is huna idha'at kurdistan, sawt al-hizb al-ishtiraki al-dimuqrati al-kurdistani. The 
station uses 4230 kHz around 1545 -1700UTC, so we definitely won't hear it in North America. BBCMS 



Iraq. It is a splinter group that left the Unified Kurdistan Democratic Party. Programming is in Arabic and 
Kurdish. 

A different station from the Kurdish Conservative Party has been monitored by BBCMS on 4190 kHz for 
two hours at 1500 UTC, with the frequency variable pending jamming. This one ID's as the Voice of 
Independence, Radio of the Conservative Party of Kurdistan. In Kurdish this comes out as era dangi 
sarbakhoyi, izgay parti parezgarani kurdistani. Here's another one that will be inaudible around this time 
in North America. 

Another Kurdish operation, the Voice of the People of Kurdistan, announced a schedule in Arabic at 
♦1700 UTC on 4120 kHz, repeated at *0300 UTC. At 0900 UTC they announce an in-band 49 meter 
frequency of 601 5 kHz. BBCMS notes that this one is operated by the PUK. 

Iran. BBCMS listed the following clandestines that they logged on April 7. The Voice of the Iranian 
Revolution's Kurdish program signed off at 1558* UTC, using frequencies of 3875 and 4375 kHz. Both 
frequencies jumped often to avoid heavy jamming. BBCMS points out that the Voice of the Iranian 
Communist Party's Persian service uses the sa 
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BBCMS found the sign-off of the Voice of Iranian Kordestan at 1430 UTC. They were using 3940 kHz. A 

second station, the Voice of the Worker, was also on in Persian at 1430 kHz around 4190 kHz. 

The Voice of Mojahed, a station heard many times in North America during the winter months, was 

using parallel frequencies of 3550, 3850, 4450, 4650, 5150, and 5450 kHz around 1900 UTC. All of 

the frequencies suffered from jamming, and so all of them jumped around in an attempt to avoid the 

interference. 

ITALIAN SEPARATIST CLANDESTINE TV 

An Italian separatist movement in Venice has been making clandestine television broadcasts in the area 
around that city. According to an Associated Press wire story that ran in the May 10 editions of the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer, "In recent weeks, pirate transmitters in the Venice region broke into the national 
television's news programs 14 times to stir northerners to secessionist fervor. Recent transmissions, some 
lasting 15 minutes, called for a march on Venice to mark the day 200 years ago when Napoleon's forces 
took control of the city, ending its more than thousand-year history as a Mediterranean power." The AP 
reported that the movement is centered in the "Northern League," a populist political party headed by 
Umberto Bossi. The Northern League advocates that northern Italy should secede from the rest of the 
country. 

BBC Monitoring (via Monitoring Times magazine) has also reported reception of these clandestine Italian 
TV broadcasts, including an April 1 3 "instance of deliberate interference to Rai Uno (Public broadcaster 
Rai's first television channel." BBCMS says that Rai Tre TV in Rome broadcast news coverage of the 
incident on April 14. Rai Tre said that the clandestine show 'lasted approximately six minutes and its 
subject was the independence of the peoples of Veneto and Friuli in Padania." Padania is the Northern 
League's name for the new country that would be formed when the north seceded from southern Italy. 
In March BBCMS said that Italian TV reports claimed that similar broadcasts were made on March 
17 in Venice and on March 20 in Treviso, near Venice. The range of the clandestine TV transmitters 
is allegedly one square kilometer. Italian authorities said that the Posts Ministry had undertaken 
"special measures" and started an investigation in response to the clandestine broadcasts, but this does 
not seem to have stopped them. 

SHELLEY LOGLESS 

ACE member Basil Shelley of California writes in to note that while he's glad to report that several 
pirate signals have been making it into Blythe, he's had no luck at hearing clandestines. Hopefully 
some of the tips in this month's column will help solve this problem. In prior months Basil had noted 
irregular reception of La Voz del CID on 6306 kHz around 0530 UTC. 

FCC SPINELESS? 

In their May 14 edition, Radio World magazine printed charges by John Devecka, Sales Manager of 
LPB Inc., alleging that the FCC is allowing "pirate radio equipment manufacturers" "to terrorize our 
airwaves." Devecka claimed that transmitter manufacturers were marketing equipment usable as 
pirate transmitters that do not have type acceptance from the FCC. Devecka also claimed that last 
year's closure of 13 of the FCC's field monitoring stations had abetted this process. Devecka noted 
that the http://www.ldbrewer.com web site is a "One Stop Pirate Shop" for obtaining transmitters via 
L. D. Brewer. Radio World printed a denial from Beverly Baker, chief or the Compliance and 
Information Bureau at the FCC. Baker said that "We deal with the sale of non-type accepted 
equipment all the time," and "We don't have language in our stature that allows us to go after people 
who are not themselves violating the law, but who are aiding and abetting others."

AUTOMATE) OPERATING: What did you say, Bunkie? Can't be at the station controls 24 hours a 
day? Gotta work for a living, but you want "the show to go on"? Here's your chance to tap into 
something few people know about: satellite subcarriers! 

About a year ago, I was given a C-Band Videocipher II receiver and dish. My bro-in-law said it 
suffered a near-hit from lightening and replaced the LNB, but never fired it up again- he just bought an 
18" dish system (must be nice to have $$!). I was able to prop the dish up and set up the station out in 
the yard, a'la Field Day style, complete with battery power, etc.! I experimented and found Galaxy 5 
satellite within 2 minutes and began to get familiar with the system. 

I sank the pole and ran the coax into the house and after reading the manual for what seemed the 
umpteenth time, 1 discovered what I'd heard about subaudio carriers. These are audio feeds buried 
underneath (or riding along) the normal audio/video feed coming from the satellite. There are MANY 
feeds to choose from, with LOTS of music styles! 

1 grabbed an "OnSat" magazine (a satellite TV guide) and found more information; what I'd found by 
mistake was published in the magazine! I even found some stuff that wasn't in there! Apparently, 
some radio stations (or syndicators), occasionally run audio, so I'd note the time and over a week, I 
noticed a somewhat loose partem of this "part-time" sub-audio feeding. 

Here's what I've come up with: I have an EchoStar 31 OF IRD (integrated receiver descrambler) with 
line-level stereo outputs. I've patched it into my home stereo and it sounds GREAT! It automatically 
chooses from stereo to mono, according to program format. It can easily be patched into a small 
console/mixer and from there into a transmitter. 

Just listed on G5 alone are 1 5 different subaudible services, most running 24 hours a day; and I found a 
few more that weren't listed! Types of music are classical, inspirational, international, jazz, nostalgia, 
rock/soft rock and easy listening; talk shows, news and special interest shows (like G. Gordon Liddy 
and Chuck Harder) are available (FYI, Chuck is now on Spacenet 3, transponder 9). One of my 
favorites is World Radio Network on G5.T6; they transmit studio-quality audio from various large 
broadcasters from around the globe, such as Radio Australia, Radio One from Ireland, Radio Austria 
and many others. WRN transmits in English on 6.8 MHz and the local languages on 6.2 MHz 
simultaneously. Other stations hail from all over, like WFMT-FM Chicago, KLON-FM Long Beach, 
CA and WHME South Bend, IN, to name a few. Can someone tell me what "S.A. Classical" or "S.A. 
New Age" is? From South America, perhaps? 

One of the long-range plans for "96.5 FM Stereo" is to incorporate these services while I'm at work, 
with independent programming at other hours, including shared programming from other stations, 
micro and pirate alike. One of the problems with setting up a program schedule has been a change of 
jobs here; training and changing schedules has taken all of my energies and attention, and "96.5" has 
taken a back seat, since it is a part-time, not-for-profit station. 

Here's what I envision for a well-rounded, full-time micro station: satellite receiver with sub-audible 
programming for automated, unmanned (or un-womaned!) operation, tape decks, CD player(s) and 
maybe a turntable for hands-on operation during manned hours. Even so, more advanced operators 
could have a high-grade computer to edit and play back audio! 

With that, Td better cut loose for now and leave something for next time! adios, amigos, amigas! de

Hello all, and welcome to "Covert Comms," a column dedicated to spy numbers 
stations. This month we'll take a look at what numbers stations are and why they exist. 
This month's column will be geared toward those who are unfamiliar with numbers 
stations, so all you veteran numbers chasers please bear with me. 

The most basic definition of a spy numbers station is a station broadcasting groups 
of numbers read by a male (OM) or female (YL) voice on the high-frequency (HF) bands. 
Of course, there are also a large number of Morse code (CW) and radioteletype (RTTY) 
numbers stations as well. 

A typical numbers broadcast begins with a callup of some sort. This is usually a 
number that is repeated for several minutes, but some other identifier and even music 
can be part of the callup. The purpose of the callup is to allow the recipient (agent) find 
the frequency the station is using. After the callup, sometimes a message preamble is 
sent. This may consist of the message number and group count. After the preamble, the 
message groups are sent. These are usually sent as four-figure (4F), five-figure (5F), or 
3/2 figure (five numbers with a pause between the third and fourth number, e.g. 123 45) 
number groups, hence the term "numbers station." The message groups can either be 
repeated or the whole message itself repeated. After the message, some sort of 
signdown is usually sent, whether this is a simple AR or a repeat of the message 
preamble. Of course, this is just a generalization, and there will be a wide variety of 
formats used. Also, letter groups are sometimes sent instead of numbers. 

You won't find these stations listed in any shortwave broadcast guide or listed with 
the ITU. The agencies behind these operations want to keep them as low-key as 
possible. Normally, no callsigns are used, although there have been exceptions. You 
also won't be getting any QSL's from these stations (again, there is one exception - more 
on this in a future column!) 

What are numbers stations used for? They are used to transmit messages to 
intelligence agents located in foreign countries. It is a very simple matter to receive a 
numbers broadcast on a cheap, portable shortwave receiver. Such a radio would attract 
very little attention to someone traveling abroad compared to a room full of high-tech 
communications gear. Also, it is nearly impossible to track who may be receiving 
numbers stations. Another benefit is that the messages themselves are completely 
secure. They are decoded by the receiving agent with what is known as a "one-time 
pad." This is a pad with a number (say, five-figure), on each page. The number groups 
of the message are either added to or subtracted from the current day's number, without 
carrying any numbers. The resulting 5F number would be looked up in a code book to 
find the translation. 

So, with that introduction, I hope you are now interested in chasing numbers 
stations. For further information, the following books are good reading:

For those of you that want to get started right away, check the following frequencies: 
8300 - YL/Chinese "New Star" station. Usually can be heard very weakly around 1200 
UTC at my location, but those on the west coast may have better luck hearing it. 
4645/4670 - YL/EE CIA "Counting Station" has been active at 0100 lately. 
For the Cuban YL/SS stations, check the following frequencies: 3292, 4017, 4028, 4479 
4507, 5417, 5903, 6286, 6768, 6786, 6797, 6855, 6983, 7482, 7583, 7726, 7890, 8012, 
8086, 8186, 8906, 8970, & 9063. A sked for this station will be in a later column. Check 
these freqs in the evening hours. Transmissions usually start at the top of the hour. It's 
fun to watch these for mistakes. 

I hope this gives you an insight as to what this numbers station business is all 
about. This is by no means a complete list of all numbers stations, but was meant as an 

introduction to numbers station listening. Let me know what you find. ===

KIWI GOING ORT 

Graham Barclay of KIWI, veteran New Zealand pirate, announced in the May 18 edition of The 
KIWI Radio Weekly that the station plans to cease shortwave broadcasting. Here is the station's 
announcement: 

"As of June the 29th 1997 KIWI Radio will cease operations from its shortwave transmitters in 
New Zealand due to other commitments, and deciding to become involved in broadcasting on FM 
legally. The KIWI Radio Transmitters will be taken over by Radio Jemima as of July 1, 1997. 
KIWI Radio will still be heard via relay both on Radio Jemima and any overseas contacts until 
approximately September 6, 1997 (which is the 20th Anniversary of KIWI Radio). When unless by 
special request no further shortwave programs will be heard from KIWI Radio. Your comments 
and opinions are most welcome at kiwisagb@xtra.co.nz (via e-mail).

Welcome to Uncle Howard's basement laboratory. The sweet aroma of resin-core solder... the musty 
old smells of vintage reference books... and radio magazines splattered with coffee and 60/40. This 
column will be geared to the technical side of our favorite hobby. Reactance and capacitance and 
impedance. Oh MY! 

Your questions and input are actively solicited. The coming months will find articles dealing 
with transmitters, antennae, electronic theory, and studio audio. Computers and digital signal 
processing (DSP) are on the list.

Toroids and baluns and matching networks; tubes and transistors and power FF.Ts; line levels and mike 
levels and impedance transformation; tuning and loading and matching; Oh MY! 
The Myth of the Antenna Tuner 

Antenna tuning networks have a valid place in radio. They allow, for wide frequency hopping 
on a radiator that has been cut for a narrow band of frequencies. They also permit operations on 
untuned longwires. However, be aware that there is a price to be paid for using this piece of 
equipment. Any reactive components (coils and capacitors) that are inserted into the feedline or 
antenna will cause a loss of power and narrow bandwidth. 
Reactance and Resonance 

Resonance is defined as a condition in which the capacitive and inductive reactances in a 
system or a network (like an antenna) are of equal values. These two quantities are of opposite 
mathematical signs. Capacitive reactance is negative; and inductive reactance is positive The simplest 
form of "tuner" is a loading coil. Many vertical antennae are impractical to erect at a full quarter- 
wavelength in height. Enter the loading coil. The physically short antenna will have a large capacitive 
reactance. Thus, if your example antenna has -30Q RCAP , and +30O RIND from the loading coil, 
then these two values cancel each other. The antenna is said to be resonant. However, it is resonant at 
that one frequency only. 

Spin the dial on the rig and head up the band to higher frequencies; the radiator is now too long 
and the inductive reactance increases (i.e., less coil is required). Spin down the bands, and the radiator 
is now too short, the capacitive reactance predominates, and more inductive reactance is required to 
resonate the system. 

The antenna tuning unit (ATU) is a network of variable inductance and/or capacitance that is 
inserted into the signal path to counter an adverse reactance. It will help to resonate an antenna system 
over a narrow band of frequencies. But remember, these reactive components act like ac RF resistors. 
When there is a great mismatch between the radiator and the frequency of operation, these components 
chew up transmitter power, and spit it out as heat. The greater the deviation of the frequency, from the 
naturally resonant point, then the greater power that is wasted in the tuner components. 

Be smart. Trim radiators not your heating bill.
